Top cop announces department shakeup 


As the Chicago Police Department tries to tamp 
down the city’s rise in homicides and shoot- 
ings this year, Superintendent Garry McCarthy 
announced a shakeup in his command struc- 
ture, moving seven commanders to different 
assignments. 

The changes mean McCarthy has replaced 
19 of the city’s 23 district commanders—some 
because of retirement—since he became 


superintendent in May 2011. 

The rise in violent crime in parts of the South 
and West Sides played a role in the shakeup, 
Melissa Stratton, McCarthy’s spokeswoman, 
said Wednesday. She said the changes had 
been in the planning stages for some time. So 
far this year, homicides have risen 19 percent in 
Chicago, while shootings are up more than 11 
percent.

Fear not, Blackhawks fans—the AHL’s Wolves 
have Chicago’s hockey needs more than covered

If you’re a Blackhawks fan lamenting the 
NHL lockout, it’s pretty likely you're 
jonesing for a hockey fix right about now. 

Maybe you're also a dog lover looking 
to adopt a new furry friend. Or you want 
to propose to your girlfriend in an offbeat 
way. Or maybe you like loud music, sports 
memorabilia and charity fundraisers. 

If the Chicago Wolves, the area’s AHL 
hockey team, still haven’t caught you, 
they have one last-ditch-but-admittedly- 
impressive piece of bait to throw in the 
water: fire. 

Yes, fire. Shooting from the hands of 
their mascot, Skates, as he whizzes around 
the ice. 

“We've always tried to have our games be 
something for everyone. Whether you're a 
hockey fan or not, I think you're going to 
come to our games and have a blast,” said 
Courtney Mahoney, senior vice president 
of operations for the Wolves. When it 
comes to the pyrotechnics and fireworks 
show that kicks off every home game at 
the Allstate Arena in suburban Rosemont, 
Mahoney can only chuckle and shake her 
head. “You don’t see a lot of fireworks 
inside with a wood roof.” 

From the moment the first lick of flame 
shoots into the air in the arena, the Wolves 
are trying to impress old fans, create new 
ones and generally prove they’re a premier 
sports draw during an NHL season that 
increasingly looks like it will be completely 
canceled. 

“The way they treat their fans and the 
show that they put on here is bar none, 
to me. It’s up there with any NHL team, 
I believe,” said Wolves left winger Brett 
Sterling, who’s played for the NHIs 


The Wolves have won two American 
Hockey League titles since joining the 
AHL in 2001, the last coming in 2008. 


Nineteen games into the 76-game 
regular season, the Wolves are 9-8-2 
and in third place in the five-team 
Midwest Division. 


Brett Sterling leads the team with 14 
points (six goals, eight assists). Four of 
his teammates have reached double 
digits in points as well. 


St. Louis Blues, Atlanta Thrashers and 
Pittsburgh Penguins. Sterling skated with 
the Wolves before heading to the NHLand 
now is enjoying a return stint. 

Sterling, 28, is one of the many Wolves 
eager to turn the lockout debacle into an 
opportunity to shine—and get even more 
potential hockey nuts excited about the 
team. 

Fans who already are sold include Nathan 
Vondrak, 24, of Mount Greenwood. 
Vondrak says he’s missing “live hockey 
action” with the Blackhawks locked out, 
but the quality of play with the Wolves, 
who’ve won two championships in the past 
10 years, also is high. 

“It’s different than the NHL. It’s more 
of ateam game. There are no superstars out 
here,” Vondrak said as the crowd erupted 
in cheers. “As you can hear, it’s awesome in 
here.” 

Despite its minor league status, the team 
stacks up well financially. Last year, the 
Wolves ranked second in AHL attendance, 
averaging about 8,000 fans per game. The

2011-12 season drew in slightly more than 
300,000 fans. 

Some of the reason for that success may 
be the cost. Ticket prices run from $9-$50; 
Blackhawks tickets start at about $30 and can 
be $200 or higher from a broker. 

“It’s tough in this economy to go and pay 
the prices for an NHL ticket,” Sterling said.

Wildcats tackle meme 
game for Gator Bowl

Northwestern University is showing its ex- 
citement for bowl season by joining the meme 
craze, accepting Wildcats-themed submis- 
sions through Facebook and Twitter. 

The university announced Sunday it has ac- 
cepted an invitation to play Mississippi State 
in the Gator Bowl, set for Jan. 1 in Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 

Matt Paolelli, Web content producer for 
Northwestern University relations, came 
up with the meme after noticing several 
tweets congratulating the school on the 
Gator invitation were using the letters “NW” 
to abbreviate Northwestern instead of the 
correct “NU.” 

He planned on creating a handy guide to 
Northwestern abbreviations until he saw 
a Wildcats-themed meme on Twitter and 
decided to run with that idea instead. The 
abbreviation confusion was the inspiration 
for a meme featuring The Most Interest- 
ing Man in the World from the Dos Equis 
commercials, which reads: “I don’t always 
abbreviate Northwestern University—but 
when I do, I know to use NU.” Another 
meme urging the Wildcats to “slay all the 
taxes” is a reference to the Gator Bowl’s 
sponsor, taxslayer.com. 

Paolelli said the mistake is common— 
ESPN also shortens Northwestern to “NW.”

Paolelli said the university doesn’t have any 
specific requirements for the submissions, 
only that the meme is used properly and ex- 
presses Northwestern pride.

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‘The Message’ named 
greatest hip-hop song ever

The 1982 hit “The Message” by Grandmaster Flash 
and the Furious Five was named the greatest hip- 
hop song of all time Wednesday in the first such list 
by Rolling Stone magazine to celebrate the influen- 
tial music genre. 

“The Message,” which tops a list of 50 influential 
hip hop songs, was the first track “to tell, with hip- 
hop’s rhythmic and vocal force, the truth about mod- 
ern inner-city life in America,” Rolling Stone said. 

Grandmaster Flash and the Furious Five, a hip- 
hop collective from the south Bronx in New York, 
was formed in 1978 and became one of the pioneers 
of the hip-hop genre. 

The full list spans songs ranging from Sugarhill 
Gang’s 1979 hit “Rapper’s Delight,” which came in 
at No. 2, to Kanye West’s 2004 hit “Jesus Walks,” 
which landed at No. 32. Other influential artists in 
the top 50 songs included Beastie Boys, who came 
in at No. 19 with “Paul Revere,” and recordings by 
Jay-Z, Eminem, Missy Elliot, Outkast, Lauryn Hill, 
LL Cool J, Nas and the late rapper 2Pac. 

“Tt’s a list that would have been a lot harder to do 


10 or I5 years ago because hip-hop is so young,” said 
Nathan Brackett, deputy managing editor of Roll- 
ing Stone. “We've reached the point now where hip- 
hop acts are getting into the (Rock and Roll) Hall 
Of Fame ... it just felt like the right time to give this 
the real Rolling Stone treatment.” 

The list of 50 songs was compiled by a 33-panel 
of members comprising Rolling Stone editors 
and hip hop experts. They included musician Ah- 
mir “Questlove” Thompson of The Roots, whom 
Brackett described as “an incredible encyclopedia” 
of both old and new hip-hop knowledge. 

Brackett noted that some songs considered to be 
one-hit wonders, such as Audio Two’s 1988 hit “Top 
Billin’,” made the final selection. 

“The references in those songs become the build- 
ing blocks of all these other songs down the road... 
they become touchstones, really part of the meat of 
hip hop songs going forward,” Brackett said. 

The full list is available at rollingstone.com and 
will appear in the Dec.7 issue of the magazine. The 
issue will feature four different covers of Eminem, 
Jay-Z, Notorious B.1.G. and 2Pac.

Michael Emerson 
on ‘Person of Interest’ 


‘Lost’ t baddie turns 
good guy for CBS 


oe years, Michael Emerson was the 
villain who stole just about every scene on 
“Lost.” (And he has the Emmy to prove it.) 

He was such an important part of that land- 
mark series that it made perfect sense for him 
to end up on the side of good, keeping watch 
on the island when it was all over. Now Em- 
erson is on the island of Manhattan, filming 
“Person of Interest.” 

On the CBS sci-fi procedural, Emerson 
plays Finch, a mysterious genius whose cre- 
ation, the Machine, can predict crimes before 
they happen. This time, his character’s mo- 
tives are more pure. 


Now that you have a year under your belt, 
is Finch still a mystery to you? 

He’s still a bit mysterious to me. I play it 
every day and I hope I play it well. I don’t 
have avery elaborate mental biography for 
him, I must say. I think he must evidently be 
alot like me, because whatever my instincts 
are about the scenes tend to be the things 
that get used. 


Would you describe him as a good guy 

at this point? 

I don’t think his altruism is in doubt. If 
anything he has misgivings about the purity 
of his suicide mission for justice. 


With so many productions going on in 
New York, | heard you had a run-in with 
one of them. 


One day we were shooting downtown in the 
financial district. We just finished a scene and 
the company was breaking up to go to lunch.

Do you run into your old friend from 

“Lost,” Terry O’Quinn, who is shooting 

(the now-canceled, but still in production) 
“666 Park Avenue”? 

It’s fun to have an old pal from the other is- 
land here on this island. He lives less than 20 
blocks away from me. We get together every 
week or 10 days. It is a bit {like old times]. It’s 
just the setting is more urban and we’re much 
better dressed. We both have really nice 
clothes in the shows we’re doing now. 


You were a villain and now you're a hero. 

I'll stick with that. Villains generally are more 
fun, but they’re hard to maintain. I guess 
anything is hard to maintain in TV land. 

I’m happy that my character on “Person of 
Interest” has enough ambiguity that it’s still 
compelling in that villain way, except he’s 
not. He does operate on the wrong side of 
the law, so at least we have that.
